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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Jesus Del Castillo (Reg. No. 51,604) on January 14, 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

RE claim 9, delete "The method of claim 3", replace with - The method of claim 2 -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2 and 4-25 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

RE claim 1, the prior art of record, and in particular Kikitsu et al (USPN 6,602,620), 
fails to teach or suggest a method comprising the step of changing the magnetic properties of 
portions of the recording layer by exposing the mask and the exposed portions of the recording 
layer to a plasma, wherein the magnetic properties of at least one layer in the exposed portions of 
the recording layer are changed, in order to create recordable regions or non-recordable regions 
in the recording layer. 

RE claim 14, the prior art of record, and in particular Kikitsu et al (USPN 6,602,620), 
fails to teach or suggest a system comprising the means for changing the magnetic properties of 
portions of the recording layer by exposing the mask and the exposed portions of the recording 
layer to a plasma, wherein the magnetic properties of at least one layer in the exposed portions of 
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the recording layer are changed, in order to create recordable regions or non-recordable regions 
in the recording layer.
